IN THE CLAIMS 

Please cancel claims 9^^419^131, and 136-163, without prejudice, and 
rewrite the claims to read as follows: 

97. (Amended) A polarizer, comprising a birefringent and 
anisotropically absorbing layer having a first refractive index that increases as the 
polarizable light wavelength increases at least for a certain range of wavelengths, 
wherein the at least one birefringent and anisotropically absorbing layer has a 
thickness such that an output of the polarizer coincides with an interference extremum 
of a linearly-polarized light component. 

130, (Amended) The polarizer according to claim 97, wherein the first 
refractive index is directly proportional to the polarized light wavelength at least for 
the certain range of wavelengths. 
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
